Lewis Hints at 
Newr Wage Demands, 
Charges Go v ernment 
Breaks Co ntract

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22— 
(IP)—Capt. N- H. Collisson, 
federal coal mines adminis­ 
trator, told John L. Lewis 
todav his demand for re- 
%/ 
opening the wage contract 
‘clear­ 
ly unwarranted.” 
Nevertheless, Capt. Collis­ 
son said at a news confer­ 
ence he is willing to discuss 
arbitration on whether the 
agreement between Lewis 
and the government, under 
which the mines are now op­ 
erating, can be opened le- 
gaily- 
At the same time the adminis­ 
trator made public his reply to 
Lewis, in which he asserted that 
terms of the contract, negotiated 
last May 29 by Lewis and Secre­ 
tary of Interior J. A. Krug, were 
to remain in force for the d ura ­ 
tion of government operation of 
the mines. 
Lewis, raising the threat of a 
new shutdown in the coal fields, 
last, night charged the government 
with breach of that contract and 
demanded that negotiations for 
a 
new one begin by November 1. 
Willing to Meet 
Replying to Lewis’ demands in 
a letter, Collisson expressed will­ 
ingness to meet with the UMW 
leader at any time to discuss terms 
of the present contract. 
B ut ,‘he 
said he was unable to treat the 
notice as requiring “a joint con­ 
ference for the purpose of nego­ 
tiating new arrangem ents affect­ 
ing wages and other matters.” 
Lewis had mentioned “signifi­ 
cant changes” in government wage 
policy, but Collisson replied that 
“such changes, if any, provide no 
contractual basis requiring negoJ 
tiations lor a revision of the K rug- 
Lewis agreement.” 
Krug, now traveling in the west, 
told Lewis earlier that he would 
meet him in California if he wants 
to discuss a new contract by No ­ 
vember 1. 
“On that date,” Krug told Lewis 
in a communication made avail­ 
able at the interior department, 
"I will be at Tule Lak e, California, 
discussing our program for veter- 
a 
way of arranging a time for our 
meeting if you w ant to meet me 
there. 
Alternate Plan 
“However, if it should better 
meet your convenience I will see 
you in Washington directly after 
my last publicly announced ad­ 
dress on November 6 to the town 
hall in Los Angeles, which ends 
my committed western inspection 
trip. 
“Will you please let m y office 
k now what arrangem ent will suit 
you best.” 
Lewis’ new challenge, 
ending 
nearly six months of compara­ 
tive silence, could mean a w alk ­ 
out of the nation’s 400,000 soft 
coal miners by Nov. 20—on the 
icy edge of winter. 
Unleashing his attack with sud­ 
den fury, the United Mines Work ­ 
ers’ union boss accused the gov­ 
ernment of contract breaches 
suiting in “the loss of millions of 
dollars due to the mine work ers.” 
In a letter to Secretary of In­ 
terior J. A. K rug yesterday, Lewis 
demanded that negotiations for

in this cou n try Wedn esday in New 
York. 
Nothin g sen sation al is ex ­ 
pected. 
The meetin g—to be held on the 
world’s fair grou n ds in New York 
City —will last abou t six weeks. 
This 
is 
the 
assembly ’s secon d 
meetin g. 
The first was last Jan u ­ 
ary an d Febru ary in Lon don . 
That Lon don meetin g was more 
or less a rou tin e affair. 
Most of 
its time wen t in to settin g u p the 
v ariou s agen cies 
or 
committees 
which will do the work of U. N. 
At the New York meetin g the 
assembly will hear the reports— 
an d may be take action on the re­ 
ports—of some of those agen cies 
or committees created last win ter 
in Lon don . 
From n ow on the gen eral assem­ 
bly meetin gs—like those of U. N.’s 
secu rity cou n cil—will be held in 
this cou n try . T hat’s becau se U. N. 
has chosen the Un ited States as 
headqu arters. 
On e of the main jobs of the as- 


semly at this first American meet­ 
in g will be to try to deride where 
in the Un ited States it wan ts per­ 
m an en t headqu arters. 
Not Like Security Council 
The gen eral assembly is n ot like 
the Secu rity Cou n cil.

So far in the history of U. N.

stop it to prev en t war. 
Does Other Work 
The secu rity cou n cil does other 


work, too, bu t its big job is to 
salv e the sore spots—the dan ger­ 
ou s on es—which sprin g u p. 
Bu t the assembly has the v ast 
job of dealin g in hu man welfare 
an d other in tern ation al problems 
of a less ex plosiv e n atu re. 
Di­ 
rectly u n der the assembly is a key 
organ ization called the econ omic 
an d social cou n cil. 
Tied in with the econ omic an d 
social cou n cil are agen cies on hu ­ 
man 
rights, 
tran sportation , em ­ 
ploy men t an d organ ization s like 
these: 
Food an d agricu ltu re, the 
In tern ation al ban k, 
the

tion al labor organ ization . 
As n oted, some of those organ i­ 
zation s will report to the gen eral 
assembly on the recommen dation s 
it has pu t together sin ce the as­ 
sembly met in Lon don . 
The assembly may n ot act on 
the recommen datian s, postpon e ac­ 
tion , or do n othin g. Here are some 
thin gs schedu led to come u p at the 
assembly meetin g: 
May Discu ss Veto Powe* 
It will con sider a plan offered 
by the Un ited States on han dlin g 
the 8 00.000 to 1,000,000 Eu ropean 
refu gees. 


It will con sider a report by the 
social an d econ omic cou n cil on 
restorin g the dev astated areas of 
Eu rope. 
It may discu ss the v eto power 
which the big fiv e hav e in the 
secu rity cou n cil. 
Discu ssion on 
this isn ’t likely to go bey on d the 
talkin g stage. 
There's n o in dication that this 
cou n try or an y of the other big 
fiv e powers wan ts to giv e u p its 
v eto power. 
(By u sin g the v eto, an y of the 
big powers can block the secu rity 
cou n cil—an d therefore the Un ited 
Nation s—from takin g military ac­ 
tion or an y action again st it, the 
big power, in time of trou ble.) 
The gen eral assembly also is ex ­ 
pected to con sider a plan to create 
a world health organ ization with 
fu ll 
in tern ation al 
ex chan ge 
of 
medical kn owledge. 
This meetin g of the assembly 
may weaken or stren gthen U. N. 
That will depen d u pon the way 
the n ation s v ote. 
If they sharply 
choose 
sides, 
with on e grou p bu ckin g an other 
an d therefore paraly zin g the as­ 
sembly , U. N. will be weaken ed.

the 
bu ilding with the United Nations,

The Capitol of the W orld really 
consists of two bu ildings. 
One is 
the New York City bu ilding at 
Flu shing Meadow. 
In that tra ns­

cogitate and discu ss world peace. 
The other consists of slightly more 
than 
half 
of the single-storied 
main bu ilding in which Sperry , 
du ring the war, m ade hu ndreds 
of m ilitary and nav al fine instru ­ 
ments.

Nav y Releases Radar-Guided ’Bat’ and 
. Blasts the Target 


By NEA Serv ice 


TORONTO (N E A )—The day s of 
the pick and shov el “sou rdou gh” 
and his long, laboriou s search for 
new mineral deposits are nearly 
ov er. 
Electronics and aeronau tics 
probably 
will 
beat him to the 
pu nch in the day s to come. 
In a few weeks the first ex pe­ 
dition u sing a helicopter instead 
of dog sleds and electro-magnetic 
instru ments instead of picks and 
shov els will set ou t to find th 
hidden ore wealth in th 
v ast im 
passable tracts of bu sh and swarm 
in Northern Canada. 
Dr. Hans Lu ndberg, the modern 
sou rdou gh who planned the ex pe­ 
dition and who as v ice president 
of an air-ex ploration company is 
financing it, is su re of su ccess. He 
had been working ou t the details 
since before World W ar I. 
Lu ndberg already has discov ered 
a nu m ber of new and important 
mining fields in both Eu rope and 
America, bu t he felt that with the 
u se of modern 
instru ments 
the 
long, ex pensiv e period of ex plora­ 
tion cou ld be shortened. 
Starting 
in his nativ e Sweden, he fou nd 
that to determine depth of deposits 
in the grou nd, it was necessary to 
take magnetic readings at different 
lev els abov e the su rface. 
First he tried captiv e baloons, 
then large kites and finally air­ 
planes for carry ing his instru ments 
aloft. 
None worked to his satis­ 
faction. 
Last su mmer, 
in 
Canada, 
he 
fou nd the answ er in the helicop­ 
ter. In a project aided by Bell A ir­ 
craft Corp., the first helicopter 
geophy sical su rv ey ex pedition in 
history w ent to w ork on ore de­ 
posits already ex plored and chart­ 
ed near Su dbu ry , 200 miles north 
of here. 
The helicopter cov ered 
the same territory in hou rs that 
had 
taken 
m en on the grou nd 
months to su rv ey , and the findings 
of the instru ments 
aloft 
tallied 
with those so laboriou sly du g ou t 
of the earth. 
Becau se it cou ld back u p, mov e 
to the right .or left, or u p and 
down, as req u ired, the aerial pros­ 
pector m aneu v ered his helicopter 
into the ex act spot to get the best 
readings and then hov ered arou nd 
to m a rk and map the deposit. 
The record cau ght by the mag- 
netis 
instru ments told the geo­ 
phy sicist not only where the m in­ 
erals were, bu t gav e him the in­ 
formation necessary to determine 
their depth, character and rich­ 
ness. 
Backed by the su ccess of the 
test mapping, Dr. L u ndberg’s new 
ex pedition is waiting 
only 
for 
winter to settle ov ed the north be­ 
fore it begins to track the forbid­ 
den Canadian bu sh cou ntry and 
the mu skeg region that lies ev en 
farther north.
